At Peabody some one 
opened the car door just enough  *[t0 
throw out a package of way-bills and 
then closed jit quickly. 

The custom of the messenger has 
been to go to sleep soon after leaving 
Florence, and it is probable he did this 
last night. After @aying the sleeping 
messenger the robbers covered the dead 
man's head with his coat, took the safe 
keys from the dead man’s pockets and 
ransacked the safes. Then the keys 
were put into Balley’s overcoat and the 
coat was folded and put in this grip, 
where it Wag found later.

MAY RECOVER 


Although rightfully Torn by 
Explosion of Dynamite 


MANY ARRESTS BY POLICE 


New York Officers Busy Following 
the Tragedy in Union Square. 
Robert Hunter, Noted Seciol- 
Ogist, Was Present, and 
He Blames Police. 


New York, March 29.—Robert Hunter, 
the noted sociologist, tonight declared 
that he was not only present at yes- 
yesterday's demonstration of the unem- 
ployed in Union Square, that ended in 
a bomb’exiplosion, but that had oppor- 
tunity offered, he would have addressed 
the crowd in defiance of police prohibi- 
tion and so brought about a test in the 
courts of the right of free speech. 

It had been advertised that Mr. Hun- 
ter would address the meeting, but in 
the excitement that follomved the aation 
of the police in driving the crowds 
from the square, he was lost sight of 
and not until today was it generally 
known that th: settlement worker was 
on hand prepared to carry out tis part 
of the program, even if it led to his 
arrest. 

Busy Sunday for Police. 


This proved to be a busy Sunday for 
the police and the socialists who were 
responsible for yesterday’s demonstra- 
tion. There was no act of violence or 
disturbance of any sort, but the police 
were busy looking up the record of the 
bomb-thrower and others under arrest, 
while the goclalists were ae active in 
repudiating sympathy iwith the outrage 
and knowledge of the perpetrator. 

Selig Silverstein, the youth in whose 
hand the bomb exploded as he was 
about to hurl it at Captain Miles 
O'Reilly and his squad of twenty men, 
was still alive in Bellevue Hospital to- 
night. Thougth the explosion tore off 
his right hand, tenyporarily blinded him, 
and caused frightful bodily injuries, he 
may survive. As yet he cannot see, bui 
the sight of one eye may be restored. 

Seven Men Arrested. 


Seven mven arrested after the bomb ex- 
plosion were arraigned in court today. 
Of the number, six called themselves 
Russians. One of them wes an American. 
The foreigners were held in $3,000 bail 
each for further examination, while the 
American was held without bail. They 
are charged with taking part in a riot. 

The police today examined a  haif 
dozen persons, including S. Yanofsky, 
editor of Frei Anrbeiterstimme. All de- 
clared that they had advocated peace in 
the adjustment of industrial disputes. It 
was abso announced that the police were 
looking for Alexander Berkman and 
Alexander Havel, who is connected with 
the publication, ‘\‘Mother Earth.” Sev- 
eral other man are also sought and it 
was given out that two detectives, had 
been sent up-state instructed to make 
cermtain arrests.

FULTON’S VOTE IMPORTANT 


Under the Ruling of the Executive 
Committee Fulton Will Have a 
Great Deal More to Do With 
Naming the Nominee 
Than in the Past. 


The gubernatorial campaign, so faras 
Fulton county is concerned, has gotter 
off with a rush, and from now until 
June 4 developments of the liveliest 
,and most interesting nature are to be 
expected. 

A mammoth campaign club, for which 
it is hoped to secure four thousand 
members, this club to be steered by an 
executive committee of four hundred, 
is the plan of the governor's supporters 
in this county as announced by them. 

In the campaign of 1906 the Fulton 
County Hoke Smith Club, which carried 
the county for Governor Smith, con- 
sisted of 2,500 members. The friends 
of’ the governor declare that thgy are 


not going to be satisfied with the show-| 


ing made here in that year, and conse- 
quently fiave laid out the ambitious 


plans given out. 
Bartow M. Blount, a well-known man- 


ufacturer, is to head the club, and Hud-, 


son Moore, one of the prominent young 
attorneys of the Atlanta bar, will be 
chairman of the executive committee. 
It is declared that this committee will 
make a most active canvass in the in- 
terest of the governor's candidacy. 
The friends of Hon. Joseph M. Brown 
are said to be letting no grass grow 
under their feet, but so far they have 
made no announcement of their plans 
for Fulton specifically. 
The Importance of Fulton. 

There are great reasons beyond the 
moral effect which make Fulton's vote 
a coveted prize in the coming cam- 
paign. The new ruling of the present 
executive committee gives greatly in- 
creased importance to the city counties, 
in that this year nominations are to be

ference who carries the most counties. 
The man with the votes will be the 
nominee. 

Under the old system Fulton, with the 
other counties having three representa- 
tives in the lower house of the general 
assembly, had only six votes in the 
state democratic convention, while the 
counties with two representatives had 
four votes in the convention, and the 
counties with one representative had 
two votes in the convention. Conse- 
quently, a county with only a few hun- 
dred voters had one-third the strength 
in the convention of Fulton and the 
other large counties with their thou- 

f voters. 
“ouie ped under the ruling of the 
new executive committee, Fulton's 
weight in naming the nominee for s0Ov- 
ernor will be exactly in the same pro- 
portion as the vote in this county bears 
to the vote in the whole state. 

In a great many of the counties the 
primaries for county officers will be 
held on a date other than June 4. This 
is declared as likely to cut off the 
yote in those counties in the state pri- 
mary. Fulton's county primary comes 
on the same day with the state pri- 
mary, and the number of lively con- 
tests here will bring out a record vote. 
Already over seven thousand voters 
have registered, and it is freely pre- 
dicted that before the books close fif- 
teen thousand names will have been 
recorded. 

The other large counties of the state 
will be made more important than be- 
fore in proportion to their population, 
but Fulton, having the largest popula- 
tion of any county in the atate, will 
easily be the battle ground in the com- 
ing contest. 

If it should so fall out that June 4 
proved a day of rain, such as to keep 


the farmer vote at home, the naming 
of the nominee for governor would to a 
large extent be done by the large city 
counties where weather conditions never 
have the effect on the size of the vote 
cast that they have in the rural coun- 
ties, 

In view of these conditions ‘the Ful- 
ton county yoter is going to be a much 
sought man this year, and the fight for 
his approval is already on, and prom- 
ises to grow warmer as the day of the

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A Model Bank Building ©

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The New Building of the First Na tional Bank of Boston. 


(Special Dispatch to the Atlanta Con- 
stitution.) 


Boston, March 29.—The First National 


Bank of this city opens to the public 
next Monday its new bank building on 
Federal, Franklin and Congress streets. 
This building is unique in that it has 
been specially designed and built for 
the excbusive u@e of a great banking 
institution, and is so arranged as to 
give ample room and facilities for the 
transaction of the business of the bank, 
which has over $50,000,000 of assets, 
4,800 depositors and 18 employees, 

This bank, through its absorption sev- 
eral years ago of the Maessachusetts 
National Bank, dates back to |784. The 
original bank was located in the Manu- 
factory House on T.ong Acre (Tremont) 
street, now Hamilton Place, opposite 
the Granary burying grounds, and ase 
the ‘‘Massachusetts Bank,” oceupied 
that building for a great many years, 
The original brick building, handsome 
for its time, would show a marked con- 
trast to this imposing structure. 

The exterior is of white Chelmsford 
granite, and expresses the plan of the 
building, a single great central room, 
70 by 80 feet and 42 feet high, flanked 
by four stories at each end. The great 
windows of ths main banking room are 
the architectural feature of the long Iae 
cade on Franklin street. These win- 
dows are of bronze with Vert Tinos 
magble panels, and below them are five 
marble bas-reliefs, representing some of 
the chief commercial interests of the 
bank and city. 

The doorways are the principal feature 
of the Federal and Congress street 
sides. These, like the windows, are of 
bronze and marble and give access to 
the main lobby of the bank, also to the 
lower floor, where are located the safe 
deposit vaults. 

Another distinctive feature outside is 
the great Oregon pine flagstaff, over 
100 feet high, which with its granite 
and bronze base occupies the acute 
angle left om the Franklin and (Gon- 
grees street corner. 

The whole central portion of the build- 
ing is occupied by the main banking 
room, which is finished with Bedford 
stone honed to a smooth surface, very 
beautiful in texture and color. The win- 


dows, which are double, are of bronze 
and marble, as on tha exterior, except 
that the marble is Vert CQorai) Clair, 
which tones perfectly with the Bedford 
stone. 

The bank screen has the same marbdts, 
set in bronze pilasters and entablature, 
and a base of Vert Tinos. The two en- 
trancés are finished with the same hon- 
ed Bedford stone. but here it is striped 
with Cippolin marble. The bronze doors 
— ye are features of the entrances

The officers of the bank have thelr 
desKs at the open counter on the Con- 
gress street end and immediately be- 
hind are the president's room and @ 
committee room, together with a con- 
Suiting room for the officers, and the 
credit department. 

The directors’ room. immeiiately over 
these, is of ‘fine dignified proportion 
finished in carved oak. The furniture ot 
the bank was specially designed and ex- 
ecuted, and in keeping with the quiet 
finish of the rooms. is based on good 
Standard Englisth examples. 

Immediately below tihe main banking 
room on the Franklin gtreet gide is a 
lange mom paneled in Temnesgee and 
Vert Tinos marble, to be used by some 
departments of the bank. The screen 
is of the same marble up to the coun- 
ter and above that of very simple 
bronze. The entrance on Federal street 
ae leads to the main bank and to

Bronze gates control the entrances 
and through them one Sees the polished 
stee! doors of the vault. This vault, 
with a capacity for 4.000 boxes, is of 
the very latest and heaviest construc. 
tion, the outside doors alone weighing 
nearly fourteen toms each. 

Through the vault one comes to the 
coupon department, a geries of individ. 
ual booths, rooms for ladies, and other 
rooms of various sizes for groups of 
people, all finished in mahogany and 
with specially designed mahogany fur- 
niture. 

The fourth floor, Congress street end, 
has been fitted up as a restaurant for 
the exclusive use of the employees, 

The building as a whole is a notable 
addition to the architecture of Boston 
and will long stand as a model of @ 
conveniently arranged and perfectly 
equipped banking house.

Washington, March 29.—(Specia)].)—A 
Plan ig en foot to remove the mem- 
bers’ desks from the national house of 
representatives and substitute benches 
therefor, making the chamber in this 
respect resemble the English house of 
commons, 

With the gradual growth of member- 
Ship of the houge, the need has been 
felt of some change in the manner of 
electing or seating members. The ques- 
tion has been asked whether the size 
of the lower house should go on in- 
creasing indefinitely, or whether it 
would be best to increase. the ratio of 
population to representatives in con- 
gress. 

The astute statesmen in that repre- 
sentative body who had taken this sub- 
ject very much to heart and looked at 
it fore and aft, top side and botiom 
side, full face and side view, decided 
the people would not think of giving 
up a new representative to whom they 
were entitled under the present plan. 
lf the next census showed they could 
have another representative in  con- 
gress. they would not welcome any 
change in the plan of appertionment. 

Since an increasing number of guests 

might be expected in a short while, the 
next yroblem was to put the house in 
order to receive them. The present 
chember of the house of representa- 
tives is very large. Bach of the nearly 
four hundred members has a large ma- 
hogany dgsk and a luxurious leather up- 
holstered chair.

He Agrees with President Re- 
garding Labor Injunctions 


HE TALKS OF CHILD LABOR 


Senator Clay Is Not in Favor of 
Enlarging the Powers of the 
Federal Government at 
the Expense of the 
States. 


By John Cerrigan, Jr. 
Washington, March 
Senator Clay finds much to commend 
in the message sent to congress by the 
president on Wednesday. 
not find much that was new in the 
message, and that had not been covered 
rather fully in previous pronounce- 
ments from the white house, Mr. Clay 
thought the president's suggestions in 
regard to legislation affecting labor 
were particularly timely and sane. He 
said: 

“Il agree with him as to the necessity of 
urging action by congress concerning 
injunctions in labor disputes. In view 
of recent decisions of the supreme court 
in regard to labor unions, there is 


gested dealing with the problems of 
labor organizations and their status. 
The decision. interpreting the Sherman 
anti-trust law is of far reaching conse- 
quence, and should be met by proper 
legislation to protect the working men 
in his rights. 
Labor and Capital. 

“I have never been one to encourage 
antagonism between labor and capital. 
Each should be protected. No thought- 
ful man will contend that labor organi- 
zations should be absolutely destroyed. 
Sometimes their demands may be un- 
reasonable, but if the working people 
of the country cannot have organiza- 
tions to protect themselves against or- 
ganizations of capital that may at- 
tempt to put unjust burdens upon them, 
they would be powerless to resist any 
oppression. 

“Labor organizations have accom- 
plished a great deal of good. They 
have brought together the working men 
and their families in cordial and 
friendly relation, and hate enabled them 
to secure better wages to buy homes 
and educate their children. These peo- 
ple are in many iNstances, our very 
best and most valuable citizens, and we 
should give them every possible en- 
couragement. This statement does not 
refer to the agitator, but to the honest 
and industrious tdilers who seek to bet- 
ter their conditions, Take John Mitchell, 
for example. He has shown himself to 
be a careful, thoughtful and just man. 

““Both employers and employees have 
rights, and each should consider’ the 
welfare of the other. Destroy labor 
organizations entirely and a most de- 
plorable condition would confront us.” 
Constitutional Issue in Child Labor. 


Asked his opinion of the president's 
recommendation of a child labor law, 
Mr. Clay said: 

“The suggested legislation for a na- 
tional child labor law presents a ques- 
tion about which there is much differ- 
ence of opinion. As a member of the 
Georgia legislature, I have always urged 
; and favored protection of our children. 
I have never changed my mind on that 
issue, but when it comes to the question 
of the national government attempting 
by legislation to put an end to child 
labor, there are constitutional diffcul- 
ties in the way. Whether congress has 
, authority to do this, is very generally 
disputed by lawyers. I have never been 
in favor’of enlarging the power of the 
federal government at the expense of 
the states. [I would favor the enact- 
ment by congress of a child labor law 
for the District of Columbia, over which 
we unquestionably have jurisdiction.

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WILD ONIONS. 

F. H. A., Anderson, 8. C.—I write to ask 
you what will kill wild onfons? I have a lot 
in my front yard and want to get rid of 
them and if you can give me any advice, 
either through the pages of your good paper 
or direct, same will be highly appreciated. 

Anewer—It is not by any means a dif- 
floult job to get rid of wild onions whére 
the space infested is no larger than an 
ordinary front yard. You have only to 
dig up each bunch or single plant of 
them with a sharp, narrow-bladed hos, 
or with a ‘spud’ made of a piece of 
steel 2 inches wide by one-quarter inch 
thick, sharpened like a chisel and 8s@- 
curely attached to a good handle 4 feet 
long. The bdbulblets grow in oompact 
' ‘bunches of 60 to 100 or more only & 
few inches under the surface. Put th?m 
in the stove, or grate, or mash them 
with a mallet, or hammer. I had a good 
many last year (60x!00 feet), and pro- 
ceeded as above described. I have not 
geen a single bunch this year. Now is 
the time to do it, before the plants 
bloom and mature geed.

BBERMUDA GRASS IN GARDEN 

B. W., Egan, Ge.—I am anxious to know 
whether or not bermuda grass, which ls now 
entering my garden from an adjoining pas- 
ture, can be successfully retarded. Kindly 
give me the benefit of your valuable infor- 
mation as to the best course for me to per- 
sue. 

Answer—You shpuld be able, without 
much labor, but with a degree of care 
and watchfulness, to prevent the ber- 
muda grass from crossing any ordinary 
garden fence, with the usuual base- 
board next the ground, supplemented by 
@n additional good heart 6x! board let 
down six inches into the ground and 
nailed to the posts. Of course you will 
dig up the grass that may have already 
taken root on the garden side of the 
fence, carefully rake out every jointed 
root (stolon) and throw it over into the 
pasture, Bermuda grass spreads onty 
by nmieans of its jointed roots and very 
siowly, notwithstanding the popular 
notion. It would be no considerable job 
to prevent it from crossing a small 
furrow, or a mere line, only, run 
through a field, provided that a plow 
shall not be permitted to run through 
the Bermuda and across said furrow, or 
line. If there be considerable mat or 
turf of the grass already established in 
your garden, you wilf not prabably suc- 
ceed In getting out every particle of the 
roots at one effort; you have only to 
ingpect it once a week, and go for 
every sprig that shows itselm, with a 
pronged hoe, or digging fork. 


HOW DEEP TO PUT IN GUANO. 

“W.,’’ Holly Pond, Ala.—I have some land 
I want to put in cotton. I intend using 300 
pounds of a 10-2-2 guano, putting in furrows 
about 6 inches deep, then bedding on it, 
making guano about 8% or 4 inches from 
seed. Some claim this two deep for guano. 
Would Mke your opinion whether guano will 
be too deep or not? Will use about 2 
pounde of nitrate of soda with seed. Land is 
a gravelly loam. 

Answer—I do not think it at all nec- 
essary to make any special effort to 
get the guano deep in the ground, as 
nothing that I am aware of will be 
gain by it. At deep as a 10-inch 
shaver will put is deep enough. There 
is more danger of getting 
that too shallow. A safe rule is to put 
it in deep enough to be in moist soil 
all the time. Yet this is not absolutely 
necessary, since the soluble and avail- 
able parts of the fertilizer will grad- 
ually diffuse throughout the soll. It is 
of more importance to mix the fertil- 
iver with the soil by running a long, 
narrow scooter along in the furrow.
